Applications must be received by 5:00 p.m. on Monda February 3, 2014 in order to be
considered for funding in Fiscal Year 2015. There il be no exceptions to this deadline.

Applications will receive initial screening by tReepartment staff. During this review process, a
determination will be made as to each applicatiooissistency with the intent of the legislation.
Only applications, which propose research relatingancer and/or smoking diseases, will be
considered for fundingA clear statement of the project’s relevancy to cacer or smoking
disease must be included in the abstracthose applications not meeting the intent of the
legislation will be excluded from further considgwa and will be returned without review.

Those applications found to be consistent withie¢lgeslative intent will be referred to the FY
2015Nebraska Cancer and Smoking Disease Research tatbhnBehavioral Review
Committees. These committees will be composediehtists and physicians who have no
affiliation with Nebraska universities. Names oé timembers of these Committees will be
provided by the Department when the review is cetegl. The review will be based upon the
following criteria specified in Neb. Rev. Stat. 839 (Reissue 1994) which are:
